THE CITY: GOUNCI. 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council wag held on Monday even- 
ing last with His Worship Mayo: WW. 
E. Lord in the chair, and Aldermen 


Stone, Broughton, Galbraith, Simp- 
s0n and Collison in attendance. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


Walter Simpson, Akron, Ohio, offer- 
ed to redeem lots sold for taxes. The 
amount against them was $43. 

The Council accepted the offer und 
the lots will be made over to him. 

Mr. E. S. Jones, Lacombe, thanked 
the Council for fixing the house on 
Victoria Avenue. 

The Canadian Municipal Journal 
asked the Council's support by a sub- 
scription for each member of the 
Council. The letter wag filed. 

J. Malcolm asked for the privilege 
of renting a piece of land owned by 
the city. in the north east part of the 
city for ‘$10. ; 

Major Horace Meeres offered fifteen 
dollars for four light wheels and two 
axles which had been laid aside Yor 
a number of years. 

Dr. Michael Clark, M.P., and Sena- 
tor Michener wrote acknowledging 
request with reference to protection 
of highways of municipalities and 
promised support of said’ legislation. 

The Minister also acknowledged 
recept of city’s letter. 

John Perrie, Deputy Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, wrote enclosing a 
circular to Municipal Councils re col- 
lection of School taxes. 

Henry Hinkelman, Stavffer, offered 
the city a rental of $12 for the I'ved. 
Tomson place. 
“ The W. E. Lord Co. asked for the 
privilege of placing the sheds which 
the company were compelled to s:nove 
from the old site, on the lots east of 
the ‘Advocate office. If the Council 
could-not see its way clear to do this 
then the company ‘asked the city to 
pucchase the said sheds and place 
dtem iu some place in ths city for 
the convenience of farmers. 

The Council declined the offer of 
Mujur Meeres, as a valuation of the 


wheels showed them to be worth 
much more money, the Council 
thought.

Fred Lund was present and ad- 
dressed the Council. He desired to 
know if a person could erect a shed 
of the nature of that east: of the Ad- 
vocate office and understood _ build- 
ings had to be built of brick....He_pro- 
tested against the building being 
built there. 

G. H. Best and John McMillan were 
also present and objected to the build- 
ing in question being placed where it 
was. 

Ald. Collison objected to the sheds 
being placed on such a_ prominent 
street, ag it was an eyesore. He pro- 
tested against it being placed there 
from a sanitary standpoint, and on 
ibehalf of citzens living on thay street. 
He remarked ‘hat it was thought in- 
fantile paralysis came 
‘breeding on horse inanure, and he 
thought the shedg were u menace to 
the health of ihe peopie. 7 

Ald. Galbraith took the stand that 
as far ag conditions were concerned 
the placing of the shedg on lst Street 
were no worse than next door to the 
post office. Nooneobjected to the shed 
being built there at "hint ‘ime. The 
Presbyterlan Church addition, Mr. 
Youmang and others had been allow- 
ed to build contrary to the by-law. 
He thought we must deal sympathet- 
ically with sucn requests because it 
would be a benefit to a large num- 
ber of farmers. He consilered the 
present place where the sheds were 
was better thun the former lot be- 
cause it wag a little drier. 

Ald. Stone said the shed in _ its 
former position was not an eyesore to 
him,nor had bothered him in any way, 
and he did not think the sheds in the 
new position would bother any per- 


completed. He hoped the 
could be amicably settled. 

Ald. Broughton called the attention 
of the council to the fact that the 
by-laws of the Council should be car- 
ried out. His Worship and the Coun- 
cil should make this a first principal.. 
He drew attention to the curfew by- 
law. He drew attention to the col- 
lection of taxes. He drew attention 
to Ald. Stone strongly protesting that 
the snow by-law wag not carried out. 
‘He said it wag the duty of the Council 
to carry out the by-laws impartially. 
He remembered Ald. Galbraith advo- 
cating making.our city beautiful. He 
did not think this was making the city 
beautiful by putting this shed there: 
He thought it would not be sanitary. 
He strongly objected to the building 
being placed in this position. 

Ald. Galbraith remarked that the 
fire limits by-law had not been in act- 
ive operation for the past four vears. 

Ald. Broughton said he did not 
care what previous councils had done 
this council, he understood, were try- 
ing to carry out the by-laws. 

Ald. Collison said he understood 
there were some cases where the 
by-law could be overlooked, and some 
of these cases had been mentioned 
by Ald. Galbraith. 

Mayor Lord said owing to a build- 
ing having to start on Monday morn- 
ing, he was compelled to move the 
sheds as quickly ag possible, and he 
moved it to the lots where it was 
until he could learn the disposition 
of the council on the matter. 

Ald. Galbraith and Stone moved 
that the request of the W. E. Lord 
Co. for permission to move their tie 
shed to First Streét South be granted 
on the conditions set forth in. the 
letter, said tie sheds to remain dur: 
ing the pleasure of the Council. The 
moton was lost. Yeas—Galbraith and 
motion was lost. Yeas—Galbraith and 
Broughton. 

After some discussion the Mayor 
appuinted Ald. Galbraith, Simpson 
and Collison a commttee to see if 
the City could utilise the sheds in 
some manner. 

W. A. Moore addressed the Council 
regarding a letter he received from 
the Board: of Health regarding the ac- 
count of the Western General Electric 
Co. for light to the Isolation Hospi- 
tal. He also spoke of the contract 
for the new lighting system with the 
city, which had not been signed. 
He spoke of another system which 
might be an improvement on the pres- 
ent system. He also apologized for 
‘the lights being out, ag the snow 
| storm had broken a number of lights 
and the company found it impossible 
; to secure new lights in the west. He 
asked that the city pay the company 
for lighting under the old system, and 
the balance could be paid as soon as 
the agreement could be signed, as 
junder the new system it was under- 
stood payment would be made as 
soon as the contract was signed. 

A special meeting of the Council 
will probably take up the whole ques- 
tion as soon as possible.

Receive Annual 
Statements and Strike 
Tax Rate 


The Municipal Council of Pine Lake 
No, 339, met ut the Counc}! Chamber, 
Red Deer, on Tuesday at 1 p.m, and 
adjourned at 6. There were present 
Reeve Blake, in the chair; Councillors 
Darragh, Reay, Stewart, Egelkraut, 
Fiske, and Mr. J. W. Hey, secretary- 
treasurer. 

The Crown Lumber Coa, Innisfail, 
wrote, enclosing original saleslip June 
4, 1918, for tamurac poles and lumber 
supplied R. Keinert, alleged to be for 
culverts, and which he directed to be 
charged to Division 2, No. 339. The 
name* was unknown to Reeve Blake, 
Div. 2, or to any of the Council, and 
the Council did not see their way clear 
to pay the account without further in- 
formation. There is a possibility that 
the man may have been temporarily 
employed in the division, but Reeve 
Blake had accounted for all the lumber 
he used for culverts in 1918,he thought. 
The need of dealers receiving a proper 
order was emphasized. 

Edmonton Metal Works asked orders 
for culverts. 

The Soldier Settlement Board wrote 
asking if any farmers in the district 
wished to sell their lunds for cash to 
the ‘Soldiers Settlement Board, for the 
use of returned soldiers. 

Mr. Norman L .Hurvey, for the De- 
partment of Railways und Telephones, 
wrote that the resolution passed at the 
annual meeting of the district re tele- 
phone acquisition and extensions pre- 
sented by Mr. Guetz, M.P.P., would 
have the consideration of the Depart- 
ment. 

Hon. A. G. Mckay, Minister of Pub- 
lic Health, forwarded a circular re 
sanitation. Two new duly qualified 
Provincial sanitary inspectors had been 
appointed on February 1, 1919, making 
five in all. These inspectors were do- 
ing valuable work by making an in- 
spection of the health districts, and 
furnishing the Provincial Board of 
Health with technical reports setting 
forth present sanitary conditions, with 
a view to improve sanitary conditions 
which have been more or less passed 
over by the local boards.+ Where local 
boards have been altogether neglectful, 
the courts may be used to impose pen- 
alties for non-observance of health 
needs. The Minister and Mr. Owens, 
Provincial Sanitary Engineer, thanked 
the Boards for co-operation, and urged 
Increasing attention to health matters, 

Secretary Chus. Sinclair, for the 
Svldiers Reception Committee, thanked 
the Council for their generous grant. 

The Deputy Minister of Municipal 
Adfairs forwarded the amendments to 
the Municipal District Seed Grain Act 
considered at this session. There were 
only two or three parties affected in 
this district. 

The Department of Municipal Af- 
fairs wrote re Supplementary Revenue 
Tax that the rate had not been fixed 
for this year pending 1919 legislation. 
The Council protested against the four 
eent rate fixed by Judge Carpenter last 
year, but without avail. “I may point 
out,” Mr. Lamb, acting deputy, wrote, 

‘that there is no possibility of a 

proper adjustment of this Tax 80 

long as the taxes age levied on the 

flat rate basis. The very inequalities 
of which you speak of (viz.: the 
rough country at Hillsdown and Pine 

Lake) by way of comparison of your 

district with other districts obtains 

in a very special way as between 
one portion of your district and an- 
other portion of the district.” 

Mr. J. D. Robertson, 
Provincial Highways, wrote in reply to 
the secretary-treasurer’s enquiry re 
Provincial Highways in this district. 
The bylaw as to highways asked and 
blue print had been passed by the 
Council and presented to the Depart- 
ment by Mr. Lord. Mr. Robertson said: 

“As I understand the situation at 
the present time, the only Highway 
coming under Class A in your dis- 
trict will be the main highway be- 
tween Calgary and Edmonton. How- 
ever, the classification of the main 
highways is not yet completed, that 
is, regarding detail of route, and un- 
til this is complete no attempt is be- 
ing made to establish Class B high- 
ways. 

‘I note on the blue print referred 
to, which was handed into this De- 
partment by Mr. Lord, that there are 
two Class A main highways running 
east and south through your Muni- 
cipal District. 1 do not believe there 
is any likelihood of either of these 
being established as main high- 
ways.” 

In Class A highways three-fourths 
of the cost is borne by the Department, 
und the whole cost of maintenance. In 
Class B highways the Department pays 
one-fourth the cost, but undertakes no 
the maintenance of 
the highways, which maintenance must 
be burne by the municipality. 

In view of the Council having to 
maintain roads as Class B which they 
usked in the hope that they would be 
made Class A roads, the Councillors 
will revise the list of main roads which 
were somewhat hurricdly adopted. 

The Canadian Northern Railway 
right-of-way and station grounds were 
still liable to taxation, Mr. Verrie 
wrote. 

The Department of Education sub- 
mitted a map showing boundaries of 
Municipal District 
339, also a list giving names of districts 
and secretary-treasurers, No steps 
had been taken by the Legislature to 
change the method of collecting taxes 
in the school districts within the 
bounds, other than by bylaw and refer- 
endum. The Wild Lands assessment 
might be transferred to the municipal 
district. 

Messrs. F. J. Powell, J. A. Pope and 
W. R. Ellenwood did not want Muni- 
cipal Hail Insurance protection, while 
W. A. Heaman wanted insurance, 

Chas. F. Butler, N.E. 9-35-25, W. 4th, 
will be granted aid to get 15v bushels 
ef seed oats.

The Secretary-Treasurer presented 
an exhaustive statement of the finan- 
cial position of the district with revy- 
enue accounts, assets and liabilities, 
receipts and disbursements, all by di- 
visions; nccounts payuble, accounts re- 
ceivablc, inventories of machinery, fur- 
niture, stationery. The Auditor’s re- 
port contained also the Secretary- 
Treasurer's compilation of particulars 
of municipal taxes, cducational taxes, 
supplementary revenue taxes, some 
school] tuxes, hail insurances taxes, and 
expenditure on roads. The total muni- 
cipal revenue for 1918, exclusive of 
Provincial taxes, was $14,573.06, and 
the net expenditures $12,729.74, leav- 
ing a surplus of revenue over expendi- 
ture of $1,843.32. The reports were 
adopted, and the Secretary-Treasurer 
was given a hearty vote of thanks for 
his reports and complete explanations. 
The Secretary-Treasurer said he had 
finally caught up with his work and 
correspondence, after having laid aside 
for practically two months. He was 
now devoting his full time to the work 
of the District. 

The reports in full will be found on 
pages four and seven. 

The rate of 7: cents an acre was 
struck for 1919. The rate of 1918 was 
¢% cents. 

The following appropriations were 
made for the roads: Division 1 $1500, 
Div. 2 $1800, Div. & $2000, Div. -4 $2500, 
Div.

Mr. Galbraith, ex-President of the 
Red Deer Auyricultural Society,  pre- 
sented the case of the 1919 Red Deer 
Fair for a grant frum the Council.

Montreal, April 10.—By a majority 
of protably 100,000 votes, the prav- 
ince of Quebec pronounced itself in 
favor of light wines and beer on the 
referendum vote today. At least 50 
per cent of the voters went to the 
polls out of the 400,000 registered, 
and though all results are not in yet, 
the outcome of the voting is not in 
doubt. a

a majority of 61,799, and returns from 
Sherbrooke, .Three Rivers, Quebec

tial majorities. The surprise came 
from the agricultural districts, which 
have been-.“dry” for several years 
past.

Ottawa, Ont., April 10.—Details of 
Canada’s war expenditure were laid 
before the house today. There was 
under discussion a resoluiion  pre- 
ceding a bill to appropriate $350,000,- 
000 for expenditure arising from the 
war. - 

Up to the end of last month, Sir 
Thomas White informed the house, 
the estimated cost of the war to Can- 
ada was $1,277,273,000, and the cost 
up to the end of the present fiscal 
year would be in the neighborhood of 
a billion and a half. : 

The greater parf of the $350,000,000 
appropriated will go to the militia de- 
partment for expenditure arising 
chiefly out of demobilization. From 
this department, there will be requir- 
ed approximately $275,000,000, of 
which $184,000,000 will be expended 
in Canada and $91,000,000 overseas.

Gentlemen:— 

I beg to repert that I have audited 
the books of the Municipality as fol- 
lows: I have compared the Tax Re- 
ceipts with the corresponding entries 
in the cash book, and in the assessment 
roll, and have compared the disburse- 
ments shown in the cash book with the 
vouchers, and with the paid cheques, 
and bank pass book, after finding that 
the various accounts and Pay Sheets 
were duly authorized for payment as 
per minute book. One account had 

-|been inadvertently omitted from the 
list in the minute book, and .four 
vouchers had not yet been received 
back from the puyees. With these ex- 

‘jeeptions the foregoing was all correct 

and in perfect order. 

I also checked the Assessment Roll 
throughout, beginning with the arrears 
:}brought forward from 1917, and finish- 
‘ling with the arrears carried ove to 
J1919, and found everything accurats 


and satisfactory. 

I then checked the several annual 
statements and tabulated returns re- 
quired by the Government for the in- 
formation of the taxpayers, and found 
that these were correct abstracts from 
the books of the Municipality and ac- 
curately represented the business of the 
year. 

The whole of these returns had been 
compiled by the Secretary-Treasurer, 
though they are very frequently left 
for the auditor to prepare. This saved 
a lot of time on the audit, and in this 
connection, I might say that I consider 
the Municipality is very fortunate in 
having as secretary-treasurer an ac- 
countant of the ability and experience 
possessed by Mr. J. W. Hey. 

The whole of the accounts are 
splendidly kept and the records are 
concise, but comprehensive and com- 
plete in every detail, and I think pro- 
bably very few municipalities in the 
Province have as perfect a system of 
accounts as that of Pine Lake. 


For instance, Mr. Hey’s revenue ac- 
count, by divisions, is an account not 


asked for at present by the Depart- 
ment, but it is, in my opinion, perhaps 
the most important and informing of 
all, presenting as it does the only clear 
statement of the complete finances of 
the year, as distinct from the receipts 
and payments cairied over from the 
previous years, or to following years. 

In the instructions to auditors, is- 
sued by the Department, I find that I 
om requicsd to sitisty mvvelf thut the 
whole of the assessable Jands in the 
Municipality appear on the assessment 
roll. It is evidently impossible for 
either the auditor or the secretary- 
treasurer to make absolutely certain 
of this in the case of the C.P.R. lands, 
so long as the secretarytreasurer is de- 
pendent on reports from the C.P.R. of 
lands sold by them. or en casual in- 
formation from neighbors, If the Coun- 
cil does not think it necessary to in- 
struct that Abstracts of Title of all C. 
P. R. lands be obtained from the Lands 
Title Office, before making the assess- 
ment each year, the Councillors should, 
I respectfully. suggest, make a point of 
trying to find out and report to the 


Assegsor all such transfers in their re- 
spective Divisions. 


On the general work of the Munici- 
pality as arising out of the audit, I 
would like to say that I consider the 
finances appear to be in a satisfactory 
condition. The expenditures of the 
year have been more than covered by 
the revenue, although four Divisions 
have slightly exceeded their quota, and 
there is a substantial cash balance in 
the treasury, while there are no monies 
owing to the bank or on debentures. 


A very fair proportion, equal to 61.95 
per cent of the total taxes levied on 
farm lands, including all arrears, has 
been collected, a record which, I have 
no doubt, compares very favorably 
with some of the neighboring munici- 
palities. 

The sub-division property in Divis- 
jon No. 4 certainly presents a rather 
different aspect ,and the Tax Enforce- 
ment proceedings to be instituted this 
spring will, it is hoped, result in the 
collection of a considerable amount of

and at the same time lead to the aban- 


donment of large blocks of speculative 
holdings, and enable the Council to 
have the plans cancelled and the lands 
restored to productive use as farm 
lands, on which the taxes would be 
paid regularly. : 

I may say that the apportionment of 
the administrative expenses, which 
has been distributed amongst the Div- 
isions in proportion to the amount of 
the assessment,in my opinion, unduly 
favors Division No. 4, the apportion- 
ment to that Division being 37.89 per 
cent, whereas 1 believe the sub-divis- 
ions alone cost considerably over 50 
per cent of the Secretary-Treasurer’s 
time, as of my time on the audit, and 
probably other expenses in the same 
proportion.

Gentlemen:— 

One eminent authority on Municipal 
accounting says: 

“A healthy municipal life is not pos- 
sible, except under conditions of good 
government, and good government is 
not altogether attainable unless those 
charged with the responsibility have at 
their disposal the fullest and most ex- 
plicit information as to the standing 
and condition of the corporation as re- 
vealed by its accounts. 

“The necounts must, therefore, be 
stated so as to admit of the most 
searching inspection and examination, 
with a view to obtaining therefrom al} 
desired information, either by the civic 
representatives or by the official charg- 
ed with that duty. The object of all 
good book-keeping is the exhibition of 
the growth or declipe and present value 
of capital, and of each of the parts of 
which capital is made up. A _ perfect 
balance sheet shows all this in the 
clearest and most concise manner. A 
perfect balance sheet should, not only 
give the present value of each of the 
component parts of capital, but should 
also indicate its growth and decline 
since the last statement. The one ob- 
ject of the skilled book-kooper is, 
therefore, to be able to produce, when 
necessary, a clear and correct balance 
sheet. F 

“In very few instances can be 
found any system of municipal ac- 
counts which within itself exhibits the 


true condition of the affairs of the 
municipality. Financial reports, as 
ordinarily presented, may exhibit a 


correct statement of the receipts and 
éxpenditures, but rarely, if ever, is the 
statement of assets and Habilities any- 
thing more than an approximate esti- 
mate of the position of the corporation. 
Why this {s so, one need not be al- 
together at a loss to understand, when 
one stops for a moment to consider the 
circumstances which usually surround 
the appointment of the officials charged 
with the responsibility of preparing 
such a statement. The requirements 
of a perfect balance sheet cannot be 
satisfuctorily met, unless the system 
of accounts provides for the applica- 
tion of the principles of double entry 
to all transactions into which money 
or money values enter.” 

During the last year I have worked 
along the lines laid down in the quota- 
tion mentioned above, particularly 
with reference to the last paragraph, 
and haye prepared a balance sheet for 
the year 1918, that has been based on 
a system of accounts, that provides for 
the application of the principles of 
double entry to all transactions into 
which money or money values enter. 

The ordinary revenues for 1918 con- 
sisted of the debts accruing due by 
levy, for what is commonly known as 
the road tax, the penalties thereon, and 
the issue of Tax Certificates, and the 
extraordinary revenues consisted of 
temporary loans from the bank, grants 
from the Provincial Department of 


» Public Works to Divisions 5 and 6,and 


the sale of public property, such as 
culverts sold by Division 3 to the 
Municipal District of Arthur, No. 340. 

In addition to the above strictly 
municipal revenues, there has also 
been levied a Supplementary Revenue 
Tax, amounting to $6,920.61, and an 
Educational Tax of $180.55, both of 
these items being paid to the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs, Edmonton, 
as collected. 

The total municipal revenue for 1918, 
exclusive of the Supplementary Rev- 
enue and Educational Taxes, was 
$14,573.06, and the net expenditures 
amounted to $12,729.74, leaving a sur- 
plus of revenue over expenditure of 
$1,843.32. 

The expenditures of a municipal dis- 
trict for a given year, are the debts 
contracted by the district within the 
particular period, even though they 


may not have been satisfied by pay- 
ment. 

It is safe to say that while in the 
average municipality, the revenues 


will be exhibited at their true value in 
the financial statement for the year, the 
expenditures will be found to be rarely 
so. The desire of the representatives 
of the ratepayers, to show a surplus 
by omitting to include in the expen- 
ditures, debts contracted but unpaid, 
is the rule and not the exception. 

If a true and faithful statement is to 
be presented,all accounts for debts con- 
tracted within the period should be 
passed by the Council, and if immed- 
iate payment is not possible, carried to 
the credit of the individuals and the 
proper expenditure account charged 
with the amounts. The debts will then 
be regarded as ledger HMabilities, and 
will appear in the balance sheet as 
such, and the expenditures of the year 
will present a true statement of the 
conditions of affairs. 


The total expenditure mentioned, 
viz., $12,729.74, includes, not only all 
the accounts contracted and pald in 


1918, but also all other accounts for 
service or material, given or supplied 


in 1918, but remaining unpaid at the 
end of the year. These unpaid ac- 
counts amounted to $1,071.63. Part of 


this amount has since been paid, and 
the balance will be brought before you 
to-day for authority to pay. 

‘or the first time in the history of 
this district, from its first organization 
,as a, <mall Local Improvement District 
to. it® present status as a Municipal 
District, the annual statements show 
clearly and distinctly, not only how 
the District stands as a whole, but also 
shows how each division stands, what 
was done in 1918, without any over- 
lapping of past or future periods. 

Your attention is drawn to the Rev- 
enue Account for 1918, which shows 
that Divisions 1, 2, 3 and 5 exceeded 
their revenues for the year, and that 
Divisions 4 and 6 had a surplus of rev- 
enue over expenditure. 

In many municipal districts too little 
gare is taken in the preparation of the

estimates. ‘It. may .be ‘that. the whole 
requirements of the district are pro- 
vided for yet the divisional appropri- 
ations are not applied as was originally 
intended and authorized. Greater ex- 
penditures are made in some divisions 
than are provided for in the estimates, 
and to meet this contingency, some 
other division hag to put up the money 
or the money has to be borrowed, or 
both, and I would suggest that . the 
statement showing the estimates upon 
which the bylaw or resolution striking 
the rate Is based, should be incorpor- 
ated in, and made part of such bylaw 
or resolution, or that it should be 
copied in full in the minutes of the 
meeting of the Council at. which pas- 
sed, 

The distribution of both the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer’s salary and the Audit- 
or’s fee would appear to require re- 
arranging. At the present time, these 
items are divided as follows: Div. 1, 
11.68%; Diy. 2, 13.31%; Div. 3, 14.7%; 
Div. 4, 37.89%; Div. 5, 10.6%; and Div. 
6, 11.64%. Roughly speaking, 60% of 
my time and the Auditor's, is taken up 
with the sub-divisions in Division 4, 
and yet less than 38% is charged this 
Division, 

The Secretary-Treasurer's salury ac- 
count for 1918 was credited with the 
commission earned in the collection of 
the Supplementary Revenue and Edu- 
cational Taxes amounting to $122.66, 
and the receipts from the issue of Tax 
Certificates of $2.75, total $125.40, thus 
reducing the Secretary-Treasurer’s 
salary for 1918 to $774.60. 

Your attention is drawn to a speech 
made in the House at Edmonton re- 
cently by the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, on changes that are being 
made in the Municipal District Act, 
the most drastic one being that the 
present system of assessing on flat rate 
of so much per acre, is to be discon- 
tinued at the end of the present year, 
and the assessment for the next year 
is to be made on a valuation basis. 

The first year’s assessment on a val- 
uation basis will be the most trying 
and will entail an immense amount of 
‘work, and I think it advisable that as 
mich data as possible be collected this 
year, so as to simplify the assessment 
for the next year. 

Other changes mentioned in the Min- 
ister’s speech as being either contem- 
plated or in effect now, are the collec- 
tion of all taxes by the municipal dis- 
tricts, such as School Tax, Municipal 
Tax, Hospital Tax, Telephone Tax, 
Wild Lands Tax, Supplementary Rev- 
enue Tax, Educational Tax, and the 
Hail Insurance Tax. Then again there 
is to be a change in the manner of 
collecting arrears of taxes, the present 
tax enforcement proceedings are to be 
abandoned and an annual compulsory 
tax sale each year authorized instead. 
This means that lands on which taxes 
are owing at the end of each year will 
be advertised for sale the following 
year, and each year in the same way. 
One year is to be allowed for redemp- 
tlon and then by as simple a process 
us possible, if the lands have not been 
redeemed, a transfer will be made to 
the purchaser. Lands knocked down 
to the municipality will be again placed 
in the next yenr’s tax sale list. 

Seven hundred and fifteen lots owned 
by the Smith Land Company in Red 
Deer South, Plans No. 8111 and 3808 
avere struck off the assessment roll us 
lots for 1917 and 1918 and re-assessed 
as acreage, The Smith Land Company 
had paid one-third of the taxes owing 
as at the end of 1916 ,and the remain- 
ing taxes for that year were cancelled, 
the Company agreeing to get the plans 
cancelled as sub-divisions. 

One thousand three hundred and 
thirty-one lots owned by Mr. J. J. 
Gaetz in King George's Park, Plan No. 
6913, were struck off the assessment 
roll for 1918 and re-assessed jis forty 
blocks at a minimum of 25c. per block, 
Mr. Gaetz paying one-third of the ar- 
rears as shown at the end of 1917, and 
the balance, amounting to $861.34, was 
struck off, on the understanding that 
the registered plan of the sub-division 
will be cancelled. 

Both of these cancellations are now 
in the hands of the Provincial author- 
ities for action. . 

A sub-division known as Red Deer 
West Addition, Plan No. 2955 was ap- 
parently omitted from the assessment 
roll for 1914, and was only found out 
about two months ago, when a Mr. 
Morel inquired if he owed any taxes on 
certain lots, and it was found that the 
lots in question were not on the assess- 
ment roll. On asking the Smith Land 
Company about it, I find that the Com- 
pany still owns most of the lots, and 
that the plan was registered either at 
the end of 1913 or at the beginning of 
1914. This plan will appear on the 
1919 assessment roll. Repeated en- 
deavors on my part to procure a com- 
plete map of the sub-divisions in this 
district, have so far met with failure. 

The following cheques issued in 1914 
and 1915 have never been presented at 
the bank for payment, and I would 
suggest that they be cancelled and the 
amounts credited back to the Divisions 
originally charged to. 

1914, No. 569, $42.00 Richard Gummow, 
charged to Div. 2, $24, Div. 5, $18. 
1914, No. 572, $9, W. Gummow; charged 

to Div. 5. 

1915, No. 912, $1.80, J. M. Steele, charg- 

ed to Div. 4. 

1915, No. 925, $1.90, T. Chaplin, charged 

to Div. 4. 

Total amount, $54.70. 

The first two were fur labor and the 

other two for refunds. 


Expenditures on account of “flu” 
amounted to $450, of which $264.50 has 
been paid, the balance of $185.50 still 
owing to the City of Red Deer for 
nursing ‘flu’ cases that had _ been 
brought in to the City Isolation Hos- 
pitai. These cases were as undermen- 
tioned: 

Mary Laroque—11 days at $3.50, $38.50, 

Div. 5. 

John Rich—29 days at $3.50, $101.50, 

Div. 5. 

W. H. Evans—13 days at $3.50, $45.50, 

Div. 3. 

Accounts for these items have been 
sent out: meanwhile they appear on 
the balance sheet as accounts receiv- 
able. An account has also been sent 
to Mr. Storey, of Hillsdown, for the 
amount of the nurse's bill for nursing 
him, that the District had paid, and 
this item is included in the accounts 
receivable. 

The maximum overdraft at the bank 
during 1918 was about $2,500, and the 
interest charges amounted to $52.90. 
This interest has been charged to Div. 
1, 2, 4 and 5, in proportion to their 
several overdrafts. It is pointed out 
that the credit cash balances of Jivis- 
jons 3 and 6, amounting to about $1,800, 
were used up before overdrawing at 
the bank, but no interest has been 
charged for this. In other words, Div- 
isions 1, 2, 4 and 5 had the use of cash 
belonging to Divisions 3 and 6, with- 
out interest. 

On July 24, last year, I reported to 
the Council that the Auditor from the 
Department of Municipal Affairs had 
found various amounts of taxes that 
had apparently been omitted from the 
assessment rolls for 1908 to 1915, and 
were according to his report, still out- 
standing. I pointed out to the Council 
at that time that the ratepayers affect- 
ed had since received two tax notices, 
1916 and 1917, and that these old 


amounts did not appear on these later |: 


notices, and that they might. object’.to 
paying these old arrears at this time, 
seeing that most of them had paid all 
that had been demanded -of them: in 
the two following years. ‘Now, while 
one or two admitted’ owing the 
amounts, and one has paid under pro- 
test, most of them state that they do 
owe the amounts, that they were 
worked out or had ocen_ paid. in al! 
probability these amounts Zormed part 
of amount of $172.72 round to He over 
ut the end of 1915, and unaccounted 
for, and it le suggeste2 that these old 
arreare may be struck off, and as the 
gurplus ef $172.72. mentioned has 
since neen divided equally between the 
Divisions, that the amounts so struck 
off be divided equally between the 
Divisions.

Prices are fabulous, a 20 cent cab 
fare now costs $100.00. Bread costs 
$50.00 a lb. Clothes cannot be bought 


at any price. Many churches have 
been turned into theatres. The fam- 
ous Strasnoi Monastery has been 


transformed into a dancing hall where 
bad women and their kind hold high 
revel. In Moscow a special battalion 
of Chinese ig maintained for carrying 
out executionr. These executions 
are so numerous it is impossible to 
keep any track of the number killed. 
Petrograd has keen reduced from a 
population of 2,000,000 to 700,000. 
Soldiers get $150.00 a month, with 
$5.00 a day field allowance, with bon- 
useg for fightingand capture of towns. 
In addition they are allowed three 
days to loot towns when occupied. 
One tenth of the army is Bolshevik, 
the rest are forced to fight, if they re- 
fuse or desert they and all their re- 
latives are killed. They have su- 
pressed free speech, the press and 
personal liberty. They have held no 
honest elctions and do not permit 
local control of local soviets. They 
have published decrees nationalizing 
women, They have enforced laws on

marriage and divorce that are below 
the standard of barbarians. Industry 
Is utterly paralyzed, the country is 
dying of starvation.

Truly a wonderful democracy, where 
class hatred is cultivated and every 
effort ig being made to kill off ‘the 
-cultured class. Nor are these Bol- 
sheviki the unanimous expression ‘of 
the Russian people. They control a 
territory of about 500 miles wide by 
1000 miles long, or roughly speaking a 
little wider than from Edmonton to 
the International boundary, and a 
little longer than from here to Winni- 
peg. Out of a population of 180,000,- 
000 they control 40,000,000, and of 
these only 10% really support’ the 
Bolsheviki. They maintain them:

the implements which have made 
each operation possible fg lacking or 
performed in a more or less haphaz- 
ard manner. As a consequence, part 
of the toil-earned revenue of the farm 
is swallowed up in the purchase of 


new machinery or in expensive re- 
pairs which might have been avoid- 
ed had proper precaution been taken 
in time. 

Throughout the Experimental Farm 
system, attention is given so far as 
circumstances permit, to this factor 
in farm management. All implements 
are cleaned and placed under cover 
when not in use, all polished surfaces 
receiving an application of an anti- 
rust preparation.
